We have the honour to submit our Annual Report on Introduc 
3s state of the Lunatic Asylums and their inmates for your T0RY - 
Mency’s information. In doing so, one subject of congratula- 
te stands out prominently in relief ; namely', the sanitary' condi- 
ta of these institutions at a time when a serious invasion of 
deni appeared in the country' and affected the health of the 
•serai public in the metropolis, and in some of the chief towns, 
si populous rural districts, to a considerable extent. 

Ills remarkable that not a single case of cholera occurred during cholera. 

5 year just ended in any of the public asylums in Ireland, and 
4 ’. a few of a choleraic tendency'. This simple circumstance, 
tss considered in connexion with the fact that the virulence of 
ce epidemic may he abated, and its ravages mitigated or altogether 
aped, by the observance of proper regulations as regards 
~ssry, cleanliness, ventilation, sewerage, &c., forms the strongest 
-paaony that can be borne to the system of management that 
.-■wails in these institutions, and to the admirable nature of the 
; te on which the buildings of latter years have been constructed, 
of those of older date remodelled, in accordance with 
-advanced views that now prevail.

Of these, 4,366 were males, and 4,598 females. Ankreaa-: 
270 has thus taken place in the number resident in asylums, wfe 
the lunatics in gaols have been reduced by 166, or from 505 bit 
previous, to 339 in the present year. A slight increase ocean: 
the number in poorhouses, namely, 15. 

The reduction in the number confined in gaols, which vak 
now the satisfaction of reporting, is principally owing to the acco- 
modation supplied by the new asylums at LetterkerniyaudCiiti- 
bar, the opening of which enabled us at once to relieve tie so-- 
of both those districts of all their insane inmates. 

In fact, one of the objects to which we have mainly deTOtft.iT 
attention for many years, is the removal of lunatics from p&t 
and we look forward with unqualified satisfaction to the ana-

relating to the case. If, therefore, the Governor of a gaol cub- 
comply with this direction, the Resident Medical Superintend 
should at once require its fulfilment. 

With these brief prefatory observations we shall proceed to -

ARMAGH. 

This institution liasnot as yet been relieved of the Monaghan se 
Cavan patients, the new asylum for those counties not bring if;, 
completed or ready for their reception; still, notwithstanding - 
embarrassments necessarily arising from an overcrowded conic:, 
its working lias been satisfactory. 

We inspected it on various occasions throughout the year, : : 
first visitation having been made in January. We then fc 
attention to what we had before pointed out, namely, how te- 
porary accommodation could he provided to meet the great p~ 
sure on the asylum, at a very trifling expense, by appropriate 
certain rooms for the occupation of patients. The sewerage las: 
in our opinion, defective, and the heating apparatus at the feac 
side out of order, we recommended that some competent peri:: 
should he at once employed to examine into the causes of fc 
defects, with a view to their immediate rectification. 

Finding the corridors very damp, we impressed on tin Beak! 
Medical Superintendent the necessity for keeping fires in all tb 
fireplaces. Thinking that danger might arise from a stove sfc 
had been put up as an experiment in one of the corridors, v. 
suggested its removal to another place, -where the same objects 
could not exist. 

The provisions which we examined were of good quality,!; 
increase having been made in the contract price of bread ai: 
meat. 

On visiting again in April we found the same number fc 
inmates, hut much improvement was observable in the gener- 
condition of the Asylum. The various departments were c.efi 
and orderly ; the bed- rooms, corridors, and day-rooms all 
ventilated; and the sanitary state of the house good; no pat® 
labouring under any acute disease, and the general body ot -• 
mates particularly tranquil. 

We observed that the Protestant congregation have the 
tuitous services every Sunday of a chaplain, and that elerpa - 
of other persuasions visit most willingly when asked in all 
of serious illness. We, however, felt it our duty to espresso- 
strong opinion that in this Asylum, as in every other m n'®'* 
save unfortunately at Belfast, regular salaried chaplains sno - 
appointed. ‘ All experience teaches that the observance o - 
gious duties, and the administration of judicious instmC ( j ( |f.

which, owing to the constant demands for the admission of dan- 
gerous or otherwise urgent cases, lias been quite unavoidable, at 
on our frequent visitations wo found the asylum in every other 
respect in a highly satisfactory condition as regards the physics; 
wants, comforts, and amusements of its inmates, while its sanitary

i:.rt term of service does not enable us to do more than express 
sir belief, from the limited opportunities we have had of forming an 
inion, that the asylum will be efficiently conducted by him. 

"On the occasion of our visitations, we alluded to the insufficient Insufficient 
painty of land attached to this asylum, and to the circumstance of Ianl1 - 
inn of eight acres having been rented by the late Resident Medical 
■Superintendent, for the purpose of giving sufficient outdoor occu- 
•ation to the patients, expressing our opinion that it would be highly 
finable on the part of the Board of Governors to take this land 
prmanently for the benefit of the institution ; for even keeping in 
new the removal of the Wexford patients, we are satisfied it would 
not be too much. We have so often directed attention to the 
great importance of providing ample means for out-door occupation, 
prticularly where a large majority of the inmates belong to the 
agricultural classes, that it would be a useless repetition to dwell 
spun it here, further than to observe that in addition to the imme- 
diate benefits conferred on the patients themselves, in a curative 
sense, the expenditure of the asylum is favourably affected also, as 
a all cases where the farms are of sufficient extent, they prove 
higlily remunerative. 

Two patients effected their escape while at work. One made his 
ay home to his friends, with whom he was found ; the other was 
Raptured and brought back. No accident occurred during the 
vial', nor was any attempt at suicide made. The deaths amount to 
cventeen — six male and eleven female — all from pulmonary or 
tronchial affections, with one exception, that of a male, who died 

■ t old age. This is about the usual average, or eight per cent, on

Burton, who had already served 
T‘* n in a similar capacity in' three other asylums, and who 
•Jglit therefore he regarded as a person possessing considerable 
?f len . ce ' ll asylum management. We regret, however, to state 
owing to a number of circumstances in themselves of a trivial 
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Castlebar nature, tlie Board and the chief officer did not act together wifhthi* 
■Asylum, harmony so necessary for the proper conducting of the bnsaesjf 
such an institution. The Board eventually brought the na»- 
under your Excellency’s notice, forming their complaint into th 
shape of ch arges against the Resident Medical S uperintendent. Yes 
Excellency was pleased to order an investigation to he held brcts 
of the Inspectors, which not resulting in a manner according aid 
the wishes of the Board, a further inquiry was sought for and cot. 
ceded. As the subject is at present under the consideration ci 
the gentlemen commissioned to hold the inquiry, we shall not allude 
to it further. 

Admiasion of Of the 163 patients admitted, 104 were received from fo 
patients. Ballinasloe District Asylum, 31 admitted direct into the institute, 
and 28 transferred from the gaol at Castlebar by warrant of tb 
Lord Lieutenant, the number of patients of each sex being neadv 
equal, viz., 80 males and 83 females, of whom 10 died and 1 was 
discharged recovered, leaving 152 in the asylum on the Sir. 
December, 1866. Of those 38 only are returned as probably 
curable, 114 coming under the category of incurable, including 3 
idiots and 23 epileptics. The deaths, which exceed the genera 
average considerably, are not referable to any special reason, nine 
different diseases being enumerated in the return of the cause ot 
death. No suicide or attempt thereat occurred, and hut two 
attempts at escape, the patient being brought hack in one case 
immediately, and in the other on the following morning. 

Want of means As yet very little has been done, owing to the circumstances

bn* most satisfactory. There being no means of heating the

snediately be remedied, as on the occasion of our visit the tem- 
sratire was decidedly too low. 

He special attention of the Governors was directed to the neces- re .

d, moreover, too limited in size, is used for the purpose. The 
idaence of a separate place, appropriately fitted up, would, we 
re satisfied, be appreciated by the patients, and operate beneficially 
upon them. 

The sanitary state of this asylum has been very satisfactory, the 
mortality having been only six per cent, on the daily average 
cadent throughout the year. The cost of maintenance, which 
is year exceeded the general average by £8 per head per annum,

£19, the daily number of patients resident being only 122. This

The Privy Council rules, in conferring power on the Seda. 
Officers to admit cases of urgency, had in view sudden and or- 
gerous outbreaks of insanity, not the indiscriminate admission s 
every case that might be represented as urgent. In fact ones 
the principal reasons for placing medical gentlemen at the heal a 
these institutions is that they may pronounce upon the fitness 
cases for admission and retention, a duty which their profbma 
knowledge renders them specially qualified to discharge. 

On our visitations we found the general condition of the ® 
blishment satisfactory in every respect, cleanliness, order, and s 
gularity prevailing in each department. The excess of male ok 
female patients continues to be remarkable, the numbers i being i* 
males and 89 females. No vacancies existing . for males, m i- 
vised that some of the tranquil and harmless might be remove* 
the workhouse.

We have very little to observe upon, no change having taken 
place in the general condition of this institution, which we found

laess and regularity prevailing in all its departments, and, as a 
.asquence, the health of the inmates remarkably good. In Lowrute of 
sot, during the past year the sanitary aspect of the house has been mortality, 
sen more than usually good, the deaths amounting only to 1 1 
a a daily average of 443 patients, being less than 3 per cent. 

:ieha fact, with cholera prevailing out of doors, speaks loudly in 
hranx of the system of asylum management and of the good 
raiment which the patients receive. 

There are several matters of detail, in regard to interior require- 
ments, which ihave to be deferred until the removal of the Clare 
patents, as with an overcrowded house it would be highly injudi- 
tonsto attempt any alterations or changes, which would necessarily 
confusion in the establishment.

Although the sanitary arrangements have been, as usual, satis- 
:i£tory, we regret to observe that the mortality has exceeded that 
e* former years to a marked extent, being over 12 per cent, on the 
ialy average number of patients ; in 1864 it was under 7 per cent., 
aad'in 1865 a little over 8 per cent. This is the more remark- 
able as no epidemic occurred, and the deaths are all referable to 
causes which are common amongst the insane. 

One suicide occurred, that of a female, who hanged herself in her 
cell with a portion of a strait waistcoat which had been put upon 
her and from which she succeeded in extricating herself. An 
inquest was held, a-nd the usual verdict returned according to the 
facts. 

Nine attempts at escape were made ineffectually. One patient, 
wno was in delicate health, but mentally recovered, and who was to 
are been discharged at the next meeting of the Board, succeeded 
k getting away, and returned, home, where, under the circum- 
sances, he was allowed to remain. 

Tie expenditure of this asylum in support and maintenance has 
always been very low. There is an increase of £2 16$. per head 
for tliis year ; but it is still far below the average, being only 
£18 5s. li'z’jl. The contract prices are reasonable, and the dietary 
good, meat being given on three days in the week for dinner, and 
tie other meals liberally supplied. 

The interest felt by the Governors in the institution, and their 
constant and numerous attendances at the meetings of the Board, 
re most praiseworthy and humane ; and although they have not

Daring the last twelve months several patients who came into 
ib asylum insane and utterly uneducated were discharged cured, 
ml, iu addition to their recovery, they had acquired the art of 
sling, and in a few cases of writing also.” 
lie progress here indicated is a strong argument in favour of 
a establishment of schools in lunatic asylums, and clearly shows 
^advantages which result from even the imperfect mental efforts 
twhich the insane are capable. We are happy to add that their 
aefits are gradually extending to other asylums, so that we trust 
mutually to see schools in operation in all.

The Board of Superintendence of City Prisons have made xs 
very practical remarks on this subject in their annual reports 
published, from which it appears that, owing to the expert, 
staff, &c., necessary for officering and guarding the prisons, L 
average cost of maintaining a lunatic in them is much greater fe- 
rn the lunatic asylum; and they recommend the erection ofsii- 
tional accommodation at the Richmond Asylum, so that it bike, 
future be able to receive all lunatics properly chargeable to k 
city of Dublin at once. The Board of Superintendence are evi- 
dently quite as desirous that sufficient provision for the bar; 
poor of the district should he immediately made as we are ourselves 

The general sub ject has been so frequently dwelt upon lute 
reports, that it would be mere repetition to enter further upon 
here. We may, however, observe, as tlie result of previous top 
sentations, tlmt already 19 out of the 39 prisons in Maud he 
been returned as without a lunatic prisoner at the end of the year;

T rare removed to the asylums of the districts to which they be- 
longed, under the 16th Privy Council Kule; 1 escaped, and 5 
tied, leaving a total of 132 — 87 being males and 45 females, re- 
gaining in the asylum on the 31st December, 1866. The mor- 
ality has thus been extremely low, proving the sanitary condition 
tithe asylum, the deaths amounting only to 3| per cent, on the 
daily average number of patients. 

The man who escaped was not, as reported by the Medical Escape. 
OScer, correctly speaking, insane, but a vicious person inured to 
crime. He got away twice, and after the second escape was trans- 
dtted to Spike Island to undergo the remainder of his sentence. 

The various departments of the establishment give evidence of 
the careful supervision which they receive from the resident 
officers, cleanliness in the several corridors and bedrooms being 
•trietly observed, while the bedding and clothing is remarkably 
good, and reflects great credit on the establishment. 

The provisions in general have been good, with the exception of Provisions, 
bread, the contactors for which gave a considerable amount of 
sable to the officers of the asylum, who had frequently to return 
ie inferior bread supplied by them, and purchase a better article from 
4er bakers, charging the difference of cost to the contractors. 

Sell a course being very inconvenient, it became necessary to in- 
: mi biern that the terms of the contract bond would he put in 
arse if they persisted in supplying inferior bread. This has had 
fie desired effect, and on the expiration of the term of their con- 
tact, which will be shortly, another contractor will be selected. 

The working of' the farm continues to be much approved, par- 
-aurly as regards the dairy, which supplies the house with pure 
skat a cost much below what a very inferior article could be 
-a by contract ; in fact, the total expenditure on the farm and 
aden very slightly exceeds the amount heretofore paid yearly for 
ak and butter.

rSM and persistent negligence, and irregularity. In fact, were it 
at for the difficulty, or rather we might say the impossibility, of

He are' of opinion that it has become necessary to require the Payment of fees 
;raprietors of Private Lunatic Asylums, on giving notice of their ou li«“ces. 
intention to apply for a renewal of their licences, to lodge the 
aoimt payable in respect thereof in the hands of the Clerks of 
tie Peace lor the respective counties, in order to obviate the evils 
-Licit have arisen. This course will, we are sure, he cheerfully 
adopted by most of the proprietors, while it will insure compliance 
vith the requirements of the Act 5 & (5 Vic., c. 123 on the part of 
toe by whom, either through carelessness ox from other causes, 
h provisions are from time to time transgressed on this point. 

In onr last report we referred in general terms to imperfections 
to he found in these institutions, observing that “such faults are 
atiigenous, and clearly traceable to inherent defects in the system, 
to that all we can do under such circumstances is to continue our 
daits to ameliorate by constant supervision tbe condition of 
lunatics in Private Asylums.” These remarks are still applicable, 
adwill continue to be so while the present system exists. 

In one instance a medical gentleman of respectability had two Unlicensed 
arsons residing with him whose mental condition was such as to iousBS - 
necessitate their being placed under medical treatment, and at tbe 
nine tune under certain restrictions as regards their freedom of 
action. The case was submitted for the opinion of the Law 
ftfcers, who decided that the house should be licensed, and Dr. 

Bewley, the proprietor, has accordingly sought for a licence, which 
wll be issued to* him at the next quarter sessions.

Gentlemen, Sligo, 13th May, I860. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
11th instant, No. 9,S5G, forwarding a communication from the Inspectors 
of Lunatic Asylums relating to tlio case of Charles Flynn, who was 
admitted into the Sligo Lunatic Asylum on tlie 30th ultimo, and is 
suffering from injuries said to have been received in the Moliill Union 
Workhouse. 

On receipt of your letter of instructions, I lost no time in proceeding to 
Sligo, where I arrived at 10 p. 10 last night. I visited the asylum at an 
early hour this morning, and learned that the poor man had died on Friday 
night. A very few hours before his death he made a statement, which 
was taken down in writing by Dr. Little. The Coroner has named 10 
o'clock, A. si., to-morrow, for the inquest, which I shall attend, and after- 
wards proceed to Moliill to follow up the inquiry as directed.

Sligo and Leitrim Hospital for the Insane, 
Gentlemen, Sligo, 14th May, 18G6. 

I have the honour to enclose a copy of an Inquisition held on this 
day in this institution on the body of a patient named Charles Flynn, 
who died on the 11th instant. Dr. Brodie, and two of the Governors 
(Messrs. Olpherts and O’Connor) were present. 
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Dr. Brodie called on me at 10 o’clock, a.m., yesterday ttiornin- n 
inspected the body, and was present at the j post mortem examination t/ 
day. I gave him all the information ho required, together with C J" 
of all documents relative to the case. I had no power, neither Lad ft. 
police, to summon the Mobil! Workhouse officials, which could on ], \ 
done by the Coroner. However, I wrote myself to the Medical Ofe" 
of the Moliill Workhouse, stating that the inquest would he held tajv 
and suggesting the attendance of the workhouse officials. The Sijii 
Inspector of Constabulary wrote to the police at Moliill to the 
effect. None of them attended.

John M'Munn, Esq., m.d., Resident Physician of the Sligo Lunatic 
Asylum, who, being duly sworn, saitli, that the deceased, Charles Flynn, 
was admitted to the Sligo Lunatic Asylum on the 30th of April "last! 
from the Moliill Workhouse, as a dangerous lunatic, committed to the 
house in the usual form, in charge of two policemen. When ho catue in 
he appeared to me to he somewhat exhausted, breathing slightly oppressed. 
On Wednesday, tho 2nd instant, ho was reported to me as being ill. I 
brought him to the Infirmary and got him to hod. On the right hip I 
observed a large abscess ; there was no restraint put on him from his ad- 
mission until his death ; the abscess must have been at least of ten days, 
standing. I opened the abscess ; Micro was a largo quantity (of pus) ; I 
examined it closely ; every day laid him turned up and the abscess emptied. 
On Sunday morning following 1 observed his breathing more oppressed 
than it had been on the former day, so much as to attract my attention, and 
on placing my car on the left, aide I found a crepitus. I went then fora 
bandage to tho Matron to put round his client ; on putting him up in the 
bed for tlio purpose of applying the bandage, and on placing my hand 
under the right shoulder blade I found oXteusive crepitation in that 
situation. I called Dr. Littlo’a attention to the case, as I always do when 
tlicro is anything particular. lie came and visited the deceased with me 
in the course of the day, in company with his soil, Dr. Thomas Little. 
On that evening I wrote to tho Medical Officer of the Union (letter No. 
1) from whence lie came, and received a, reply (No. 2). I omitted to 
state that tho deceased laboured under Amaurosis. On the Mowing % 
I had throe of tile Governors of tile institution to visit him; and I 
wrote tho following letter (No. 3) to tho Inspectors of Llinatic Asylnnis. 
Dr. Little and myself visited him frequently during bis illness. On the 
night of his death deceased made a statement to Dr. Little ; he then ap- 
peared to be quite rational, which statement was taken down in writing. 
On tho 12th of May I wroto a letter (No. 4) to tho Medical Officer of the 
Moliill Workhouse acquainting him of tho death of Charles Flynn, ami 
that an inquest would he hold, and suggested he should send some person 
to attend and give evidonco. I should have mentioned that deceased was 
placed on a water bed after the injuries were discovered.

_ William S. Little, M.D., (consulting and visiting tiiysMan to the Sligo 
District Lunatic Asylum) &c., having boon duly swoi'b, saitli— I have 
made a post mortem examination of deceased, Charles I’lyiiit, the maths « 
external injuries have been soon by tho jury, ami need not be described. 
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Ou opening the clicst I discovered six fractures of the ribs, four on the 
left and two on the right— there might have been more. The lungs 
punctured by the broken bones on both sides, more extensively 
on the left, where there was evideuce of acute pleurisy, with effusion of 
mire serum and lymph, and, generally speaking, quite a sufficient amount 
of disease to account for the death. On the right side there was a large 
abscess in the wall of the chest communicating with the injured and 
inflamed lung. The result of my post mortem, &c., leaves no doubt on 
my mind that the fractures of the ribs, and consequent injuries of lung, 
caused the death. I am of opinion that the fractured ribs on the right 
side caused the abscess, and that the date of that abscess could not have 
been more recent than of three weeks or thereabouts, more or less. There 
were no marks whatever of external violence over the broken ribs, which, 
1 am of opinion, is accounted for by the fact that a sufficient period of 
time has elapsed since their infliction for their total disappearance.

Charles Flynn’s own statement. — On the 16th of last month, 6 o clock, 
p H I arrived at the Mohill Workhouse in charge of an official of the 
West Derby Union ; was put into the probationary ward— a very cold 
place where I was kept for the night ; was offered supper, but could not 
take any, as we had two glasses of whisky at Dromoro. _ On the next 
day was shifted to the old men’s infirm ward. At this time was m 
my perfect mind, as Mathew Flynn, a follow-pauper, who knew all my 
people can testify. On the second Tuesday in April I went to clean the 
windows over the door of the hospital, to which I had been removed m 
the meantime. The nurse told mo to stop, or she would bring tiie Master 
to me The Master did come, and told me to keep myself quiet. I said 
I was doinT nothing hut cleaning the window. lie took me upstairs 
with two old men, Jemmy Smith and Paddy (surname unknown), and I 
was tied with a long stripe of a calico bandage. The Master left me m 
charge of the two men. The Doctor came soon alter, and ordered mo 
hack to the room, and to remove the bandages, which was accordingly 
done. On the following night a blind man named Tom Costello was sent 
up to take charge of me, and slept on the bed with me that night. That 
night passed quietly 3 the following night I went to fill up a hole about 
sis inches deep in the mortar floor at the foot of my bed, when die nurse 
told me to stop and keep quiet, and Tom said lie would go for some lime 
and a shovel to fill it up. There was a dispute between us, Tom Costello 
and myself, on the point, and the Master was called, and came and tied 
me with ropes, while Tom Costello held me. I did not struggle, because 
Costello was a great, big, able man, who con Id do anything he liked with 
me. I only asked to see a policeman. The Master le t ns, and Tom 
Costello, afraid I would break the bandages, went to the Master to report, 
and lie sent him back with five other men to take charge of me. I hey 
tied me down in the bed very tightly, legs and arms, giv mg me great 
pain, from which my arms and legs have not yet recovered; they heat mo 
about body, face, and eyes, with a handle and lash of a leavy^oac ec 
whip — I thought they would have picked my eyes out. Tom Cosmllo 
used to catch me by the ears, and squeeze Ins thumbs under my throat, 
nearly choking me. Another big follow, as big as Tom Costello, beat me 
with the whip, and abused me with foul language. A 1 the six beat me 
in turn, and the nurse refused to give me a drink, or bring me my grub, 
or send for the priest, for whom I had asked— this was lhursday. To 
try and keep my bed clear from my evacuations, I twisted myself round 
on my face, and tore a small hole in the canvas bottom wutk my teeth, 
and, having my hoots on, kicked at it, and tore it the whole way down. 
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The Doctor came on tlic next day, and ordered all the ropes and e- • 
waistcoat off, and that I should have a wash ; lie also ordered tli , . 
off, but Tom Costello remained in the ward, stamping about and it T 1 
ening, if I was not quiet, to put on tl.o strait jacket and ’tie merW 
ropes again. I told him lie dared not do it, as tiio Doctor would not « 
lum. Said lie (lid not care for the Doctor or the Master. He according 
did put on the jacket ; I made no resistance ; lie was assisted by 
Smith. Tom Costello then took mo by tlio neck and heels, and flan'' n'-. 
violently into the box lied, hurting my hip very much. ’ The two°lirt 
days when the six men had charge of mo, they “dunte'd” me violently 
and repeatedly in tlio sides and chest with their fists and elbows. When 
the Doctor ordered the strait jacket and ropes off on Friday, l"'was sore 
all over, but able to walk about. This is a true and candid statement of 
what occurred to me. 

This statement was written down by me, word by word from Charles 
Flynn’s own mouth, at 8 o’clock, i>.m., Friday, the 11th day of May in 
presence of Dr. Robinson, the steward (John Reid), and the hospital 
attendant, Hugh Hart. 1

No. 2 — Com; of Letter from I)r. Duiisoh. 

Dear Sir, Mohill, 8th May, 1806. 

In reply to yours of the Glh instant, I liavo to state that tlio history 
which I can give you of Charles Flynn must he very meagre, I suppose, 
as I am not in possession of any facts prior to his admission to our 
workhouse to enable mo to do so satisfactorily. lie was no doubt scut 
to us from England on tlio 12th March last. When admitted there was 
nothing rcmarkablo about him, as lie was then very quiet and manageable, 
and no symptoms of insanity, savo a habit of talking everlastingly to 
those about him of what lie had seen and observed in England. His 
physical symptoms were not quite satisfactory ; he had a shaky appear- 
ance, a very unsteady walk and articulation, sonic words in a thick man- 
ner and with difficulty. When about three weeks in the house he had a 
fit, after which ho became quite unmanageable, and a terror to those 
about him. The contusions and sofortli which yon described we must 
take credit fur as having been occasioned by himself, from the tendency lie 
had when left oven for an instant unrestrained, to knock himself against 
the bedsteads and walls, and also to the restraint which we deemed it 
necessary to put him under in order to save his life. 1 trust I need hardly 
state that everything consistent with his safety that 1 could do, was done 
for him. I had the strait waistcoat taken off almost every day, and a bath 
given to him almost daily, and directions given that so long as they could 
manage him without restraint they should do, lmt that those in charge 
found impossible to do.

Thomas Murray sworn, saith— He is an attendant in the house. I 
took charge of Charles Flynn, the deceased, on Monday, the 30th April 
lust. I considered him a little violent ; had a conversation with him ; 
he told mo his ribs were broken, and felt sore down the breast. I did 
not mention that to the Doctor at tho time. My reason for not doing so 
was, that 1 thought it might be a delusion of his. I then gave him up in 
charge of Thomas Mullen. I received him from the Constabulary from 
oil' tho car. I did not see him tied at tho time; ho was in my charge 
during that night, and next day ho was not violent ; ho was not under 
any restraint. I am three years in tho house, and during that time 1 
never saw or knew of any patient having been put under any kind of 
bodily restraint whatever.

Thomas Mullen sworn, saith — Remembers Monday, tho 30th April 
last. I received from Thomas Murray, tho last witness, a patient named 
Charles Ftynn, since deceased ; had a conversation with him when throw- 
ing oil his clothos. I endeavoured to tie them up, when ho requested 1 
would not hurt him, as his sides wore sore from bad treatment ho had 
received at tho Workhouse at Moliill. I am an attendant in the house.

Hugh IIarte sworn, saith — Ho is an attendant in the house; remem- 
bers the 30th April last; saw Charles Flyuu, the deceased, who was 
admitted on that day ; had a conversation with him. Ho tokl mo his 
ribs were broken. I did not report tliat to tho Doctor, as I considered it 
was a delusion. IIo was admitted to tho Infirmary on the 2nd May, and 
his appearance then was more sickly than when lie was first admitted. 
I am the constant attendant of tho ward in which the deceased was. 
There wore two other persons in the same ward with the deceased, who 
were not violent; they were in a sickly state; they could not have 
inflicted any injury on the deceased ; there was an attendant always in 
attendance. I frequently asked him how ho iiad his ribs broken ; lie 
told me a man named Costello, in the Mobill Workhouse, had done so ; 
be also complained tiiat tiio Master of the workhouse helped to tic him. 
I am about two years an attendant, and during that time 1 never saw any 
person put under restraint.

Governors, and to appoint a time with them at which I would ^ ee . 
them to see the patient, and inquire into tho particulars of the case I 
appointed 3 o’clock in tho afternoon of that day, and came to the asvlura 
with Captain James Wood, and there met Mr. Olpherts one of th. 
Governors. We went into the Infirmary, and saw Charles Flynn. I 
inquired of him as to the eauso of his illness; ho complained of bad 
treatment in the Moliiil Worldiouso. lie said ho was tied into a hard 
bed, or box, by four or five big fellows, and that the cords by which 
he was tied hurt him very much ; that his hands were tied round his 
body, and that, endeavouring to got rid of tho tying, lie fell once or twice 
out of the bed ; that one Jem or Tom Costello, a big rough fellow, treated 
him very badly, accused him of being a “thimble-rigger,” and all sorts of 
had names. A person named Smith assisted Costello ; said that Costello 
was a big rough man, anil used to go with two largo sticks through the 
country. I asked him if he would know the man again; lie said lie 
would know him by liis voice, and that ho complained to tho Master 
(Higgins), who had the cords removed ; they gave no accommodation 
to him in his hod, and that lie had to tour the bottom of his bed fertile 
purpose of easing himself. He said that “they might as well kill me 
‘ outright ’ as to treat mo in that way.” Dr. M'Munn told mo he, Flynn, 
was blind. I asked him if lie could see mo ; ho said ho conld not distin- 
guish my appearance, but could suo tho lmllc.

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Evidence of Master of Workhouse referred to. 

Mohill Workhouse, 15th May, 1866. 
Thomas Higgins, being duly sworn, saitli — I nin Master Mohill Union 
Workhouse. Charles Flynn was admitted into the house on the 16th 
Witch. 1806, from the West Derby Union. He showed no symptoms of 
insanity except that of constantly talking, and describing all lie had seen 
in England. When ho was giveii in charge to me by the Removing Officer, 

I sent him to the probationary ward ; there is a bed in the ward ; I had 
a fire made down ; a night lodger was in the ward with him. On the next 
liav the 17th, he was visited by the Doctor, who ordered him to he trans- 
ferred to the male in firm ward • he remained in the infirm ward for twelve 
d"r«: lie was not violent during that time ; on the twelfth day it was 
reported to me that Flynn had an epileptic fit; I went at once to where 
lie was and found him recovering out of the fit; ho had a fresh cut over 
die eye ; 1 was told that lie had fallen against one of the bedsteads ; I 
called the attention of the Doctor to the case ; he ordered his removal to 
die ward set apart for lunatics, idiots, &o . ; I saw him daily. I saw him 
on several occasions throw himself out of his bed on the floor, and attempt 
to bite one of the men in charge ; I saw him give a blow on tiro face to 
one of tire patients. The Doctor gave directions to have him placed in 
charge of two men ; the men selected by mo were Tom Costello, a blind 
man, 3 and Fat Keenan. Flynn made several attempts to climb up and 
elcau the windows ; he had to he restrained by putting the strait waist- 
coat on him ; when very violent we had to tie him to the bed with cords. 
He wanted to fill up a hole in the mortar floor of the ward; this was re- 
ported to me, and I cannot say that I ordered him to ho tied on the occasion ; 
lie expressed a wish to see a policeman ; I do not believe that he was 
beaten about the face and with a whip ; Pat Keenan had a whip with 
which to keep the occupants of the ward rpiiet; there is not a box bed in 
the ward. When lie was attempting to clean the windows, I had him 
placed in a separate ward, in charge of two men, Jemmy Smith and P. 
Keenan, aud had his arms tied with a calico bandage. The Doctor came, 
and gave directions that lie should bo sent back to the ward; lie was very 
violent ; the Doctor ordered him to bo tied, and assisted in tying him, to 
the bed ; on the night of that day, Costello was placed in charge of him; 
1 never saw Costello ill-treat Flynn ; there is a night bucket in the ward; 
I saw Flynn in the act of tearing the bed tick ; be never complained to 
me of his ribs being broken, or of having a pain in the side, or of his back 
being sore ; I reported his state to the Hoard or Guardians ; they ordered 
his immediate transfer to the asylum ; the magistrates signed a warrant 
for his removal; I reported the case to the Constable of Police; be sent 
two of his men to escort Flynn to the asylum ; when leaving the house 
ho did not complain of having sustained any injury ; he was placed on a 
jaunting-car ; I never visited the ward in which Flynn was placed with- 
out inquiring how he was going on, and the nurse and the men in charge 
never mentioned to me that he had received any abuse except what was 
occasioned by himself.

It appears that Charles Flynn was removed from the Wool TW„. tt •

Mr. Higgins, the Workhouse Master, accordingly had Flynn removed

house Mathew Flynn., lie complained that James (Smith), who was rc- 
inovec rom charge of him by Dr. Dobson’s directions, “gave him a kick

- i!i' a f ® os *' u ^°> ‘'J le blind man, also admits himself having used con- 
e ra e qrce, and that on one occasion ho seized his ear and squeezed 
lus thumb in lus throat. 
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Eventually, “ finding the workhouse not suited for him,” Dr. Dobson 
states, “I recommended his removal to the asylum, to which place he was 
sent ten days (or a fortnight) after my report.” 

Dp to this time there was no suspicion that his ribs had been broken. 
■•If I had any suspicion,” Dr. Dobson states, “ that his ribs were fractured 
I would not have recommended his removal.” 

This recommendation is contained, no doubt, in the certificate referred 
to in the report made by the Workhouse Master to the Board of Guardians, 
dated the 21st of April, and which is inserted on the Minutes of their 
Proceedings of the 28th April, there having been no meeting of the Board 
i, a the 21st, the regular hoard day. 

After the consideration of this certificate and the Master’s report, steps 
seem to have been taken by the Guardians’ directions for Charles Flynn's 
removal to Sligo, and he was conveyed to the lunatic asylum there on 
Monday, the 30th of April. 

On his admission to the asylum Flynn complained to several of the 
attendants that his ribs were broken, and said to one of them that it was 
'•'a man named Costello who broke them hut none of these attendants 
apprized Dr. M'Munn, the Medical Officer, of Flynn’s statement, which 
they attributed to “ delusion and it was not until Sunday, the 6th of 
May, or six days after liis admission, that Dr. M'Munn discovered a 
fracture of the ribs on the left side, and called Dr. Little’s attention to it 
on the same day. 

On the 11th of May Charles Flynn died, having first made a statement 
to Dr. Little, a copy of which the Guardians will find in the papers 
enclosed. 

This statement is apparently coherent und precise, and it is borne out 
in some particular’s by the evidence ; but at the same time it must be 
borne in mind that Flynn could hardly give a reliable account of what 
occurred while he was suffering from epileptic fits, and paroxysms of 
insanity, nor could he know what injury he might have done to himself 
on these occasions. 

The post mortem examination of the body made by Dr. Little showed 
that there had been six fractures of the ribs, four on the left side and two 
on the right ; and Dr. Little states “ that the result of liis examination 
leaves no doubt that the fracture of the ribs, and consequent injuries of 
lung caused the death.” The date of the abscess in the walls of the chest 
occasioned by the fractures, not being in his opinion “ more recent than 
three weeks, or thereabouts, more or less.” Flynn was removed to the 
bunatic Asylum on the 30th of April, and died on the 11th of May ; and 
the opinion given by Dr. Little would therefore imply that the injuries 
which he received occurred whilst he was in the Mohill Union Work- 
house, which was also the conclusion arrived at by the Coroner’s Jury. 

After careful consideration of all the circumstances of this painful case, 
the Commissioners are of opinion that there is not evidence sufficient to 
show that the fracture of the ribs, which no doubt was the cause of death, 
and would appear to have occurred, as stated, in the workhouse, wa3 
occasioned by violence on the part of any person who was in charge of 
the deceased whilst he was there. Although he said they had broken 
his ribs there (giving the name of one pauper inmate at one time and the 
name of another inmate afterwards), yet he did not in his statement to 
hr. Little, which appears to have been very carefully taken down, 
specify any particular person or persons who had done this, or any par- 
ticular occasion on which the injury occurred. 

It is more probable, indeed, that the fracture was occasioned by a fall, 
or some act on the part of the lunatic himself, than that it was inflicted 
by direct violence from some other person.

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As regards other points of the case, the Commissioners coiwiJ., - 
Mr. Higgins, the Master of the Workhouse, was greatly in fault in - ^ 
ing a blind man to assist in taking care of the lunatic, especially 
of such strength arid roughness of disposition as Costello appears Jk 
possessed; and the Medical Officer, Dr. Dobson, is also greatly to Kk 
for having permitted this to bo done without remonstrance or interf™? 3 
on his part. CE? - 

Both of these officers are also highly censurable for not harm* taken 
more active and decided steps to procure the immediate removal of tie 
man to the County Lunatic Asylum, inasmuch as it seems probable flat tk» 
injuries which caused his death occurred between the date of Dr. Dobson's 
certificate and the actual removal. 



Although the Guardians did not meet on the day of meeting next after 
the date of the certificate, had Dr. Dobson pressed on the attention of tbs 
Clerk the necessity which he must have felt existed, an extraordinary 
meeting of the Guardians could have been summoned under the General 
Regulations (Article 8), and the necessary proceedings for the purpose 
been adopted at once. And the Commissioners request that these views 
may be communicated by the Board of Guardians to the Medical Officer 
and the Workhouse Master respectively.

Circular relative to Precautionary Measures agaiIst 
Cholera. 



Sir, 



Office of Lunatic Asylums, Dublin Castle, 
4th August, 1866. 



I am directed by the Inspectors to inform you, that it is their 
desire that in all public Lunatic Asylums overy precaution shall be taken 
to guard agaiust cholera, of which serious apprehensions are now enter- 
tained; so that in case it should break out in the Asylum under your 
charge, you may he enablod to meet it as promptly and effectually as 
possible. 

You will, therefore, be most attentive to all symptoms indicative of 
diarrhoea among the patients, and consult thereon with the Visiting 
Physicians. 

With reference to dietary and clothing, generally, the Inspectors think 
that yoa and your colleague should consult for the purpose of making such 
alterations as you may doom most advisable, and communicate with the 
Inspectors thereon. 

They are further desirous that once in each week, viz., on every Monday, 
you send up a report to this olfico of tho sanitary state of the Asylum. 

With reference to isolating patients who may be affected with cholera— 
when no regular Infirmary exists — you will prepare an airy and suitable 
apartment expressly for their reception.
